AGRICULTURE IN FRANCE. 


Correspondence of the Ploughman. 
The Vine. 

The sudden cold spring of 1891 did terrible mis- 
chief to youngcrops, the vineyards especially, 
but nothing in comparison to the damage caused 
by the frost during the closing davs of last April. 
The farmers are in mourning; all young and 
tender vegetation has been mortally nipped. 
There is no evidence that many vine growers 
had recourse to the new process recommended 
for warding off the effects of frost, by the crea- 
tion ef artificial clouds prodaced from the barn- 
ing of tar or naptha, in earthern pots placed be- 
tween the lines of the vines. The few instances 
where the plan was practised, cave more thin 
partial success. The debatable point now is, 
ought the frozen, black, and dead shoots, to he 
pruned away or allowed to naturally fall? Opin- 
ion inclines to the first view, if carefully exe 
cuted. 

Liebig. 

Considering the unhappy spirit which exis‘s 
owing to the war, between the scientific men of 
this country and Germany, the testimony borne 
to the memory of Liebi¢ is laudatory and sin- 
cere. The deceased, however, was a co«m  poll- 
tan; his earliest labors and laurels had Franc 
for their scene, where his bold and inquirin 
mind was honored and admired. He may in 
sense be considered the founder of organic chem- 
istry ; he sometimes pushed his theories bevon4 
the corroboration of facts, and was perhaps slow 
and less clear, when having to part with the an 
sustainable. His mineral theory of the nutri 
tion of plants is possibly a case in point, where- 
in he desirad to base agriculture on the exclin- 
sive employment of saline manures, His axiom, 
that all systems of culture which do not return 
te the soil, the elements that the crop takes 
away, but must lead fatally to the exhaustion of 
thesoil, is trath itself. He has also, bv the 
demonstration of several laws, put an end to that 
confusion which weighed upon our knowledge, 
respecting the organic world. 

Green Foddcr for Winter. 

The question of preserving green fodder tn 
trenches for winter consumption is assuming 
serious proportions in this Up to the 
present, green food served only for the. support 
of cattle pending the summer and early antumn. 

Tt is quite clear that maize, heet leaves, rape in 
flower, rve grass, in fact all forage plants with 
eomparatively thick stems, can he conserved 
very well in trenches, and hecome thus a most 
usefol adjunct to winter feeding; that they most 
heneficially prepare the soil for grain crona, al- 
low the number of stock to he increased, and con- 
seqnently a greater enpply offarmvard mannre to 
be produced. Then such green crops are lees ex

Horses for Food. 

Two causes are given for the continued diini- 

nution of horses in France—eating and exporting 
them. Since July 1838, when the first butcher's 

shop was opened in Paris for the sale of horse 

fiesh, up to the close of 1872, 82,000 of the noble 
animals have been Slaughtered for food; there 

are now forty of these licensed shops, selling 

horse flesh at one-half the price of beef and 
mutton. In fact it is the principal meat consum 

ed in the low restaurants, and is said to be oc- 
casionally employed in others of higher preten- 
sions, to*flavor soups. There were exported to 
Germany during the first three months of the 
current year, 5,448 horses from France, or double 
the number for the same period in 1872; the im- 
portations have decreased by more than one 

third. There seems to be more activity among 
horse dealers than horse breeders. 


Sugar Bect Culture. 
The progress of sugar beet culture in the 
North of France may be best ascertained from 
the fact that the prodaction of native sugar dur 
ing the scason just ended, is estimated at over

The Potato Malady. 

Serious complants are made relative to the 
extension of the new potato malady, whereby @ 
tuber to all appearances sound, puts forth no 
healthy sprouts, but germs resembling long deli- 
cate threads; being sterile, such potatoes are 
called “‘Mules.” Many fanciful accounts are 
published respecting the cause ; the remedy how 
ever, lies in obtaining seed tubers from a dis- 
tant district, plant only such as possess healthy 
shoots, and never to strip off the germs before 
planting. Others expose the seed to the influ- 
ence of air and light for a fortnight before plant- 
ing. A worse disease lies in the partly ripened 
tuber becoming soft, waxy, and unfit for human 
food. This infirmity is attributed to the seed 
pota.oes sent from England as a donation after - 
the termination of the war, and is most peculiar 
to precocious varieties.
